Statement by the President on the Successful Launch of 
the Spacecraft. July 26,1971 


Apollo 15 is safely on its way to the moon, and man 
is on his way to another step across the threshold of the 
heavens. 


Man has always viewed the heavens with humility. 
But he has viewed them as well with curiosity and with 
courage and these defy natural law, drawing man beyond 
gravity, beyond his fears, into his dreams and on to his 
destiny. 

The flight of Apollo 15 is the most ambitious explora- 
tion yet undertaken in space. Even as it reflects man’s 
restless quest for his own future, so it also reenacts an- 
other of the “deeper rituals of his bones’”—not only the 
compulsion of the human spirit to know where we are 
going, but the primal need in man’s blood to know from 
what we have come. 

We hope, by this journey, to know better the origins 
of Earth, the moon, and the other planets. We hope to 
understand something more of the mysteries of God’s 
great work. And, in this seeking, we hope to understand 
more of man himself. 


To the men of Apollo 15, for all men, I say Godspeed. 


Fisheries Centennial Year 
Proclamation 4068. July 26, 1971 
By the President of the United States of America 


a Proclamation 


Just one hundred years ago, on February 9, 1871, the 
Congress of the United States authorized the President 
to appoint the first Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries. 
Shortly thereafter, President Grant named Professor 
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Spencer Fullerton Baird to this post and in June, 1871, 
Professor Baird initiated a program of research concem- 
ing the conservation of fish at Woods Hole, Massachusetts, 
From that original effort has evolved both the National 
Marine Fisheries Service of the Commerce Department's 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration and 
the Department of the Interior’s Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and Wildlife. 

The efforts to conserve and improve America’s fisheries 
are vitally important to all of our people. These efforts will 
require the continuing vigilance of the fishing industry, of 
government at all levels, of private conservationists and 
of the American public. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby designate the 
year 1971 as Fisheries Centennial Year. I urge all citizens 
to support and encourage the work of Federal and State 
administrators and scientists and the work of private con- 
servation organizations in protecting and enhancing the 
fisheries of our Nation. 

In Witness Wuereor, I have hereunto set my hand 
this 26th day of July, in the year of our Lord nineteen 
hundred seventy-one, and of the Independence of the 
United States of America the one hundred and ninety- 
sixth.

The one hundred and ninety-second anniversary of the 
death of General Casimir Pulaski on October 11, 1779, 
in the battle of Savannah, reminds us of the great sacrifice 
he made for our national independence. 

General Pulaski believed that the cause of human free- 
dom was indivisible. He fought against foreign suppression 
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in his native Poland and he joined the struggle 
for American independence by volunteering in the 
Continental Army. 

On this anniversary of General Pulaski’s death, it is 
appropriate that we note with gratitude his historic con- 
tribution—and that of succeeding generations of Amer- 
icans of Polish origin—to the freedom and progress of 
this Nation. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby designate 
Monday, October 11, 1971, as General Pulaski’s 
Memorial Day. I direct the appropriate Government 
officials to display the flag of the United States on all 
Government buildings on that day . 

I also invite the people of the United States to observe 
that day with appropriate ceremonies honoring the 
memory of General Pulaski and the contributions which 
he and others from his homeland have made to our 
national life.

Executive Order 11611 Providing for Inspection of 
Certain Tax Returns by the House Committee on 
Internal Security. July 26,1971 


INSPECTION OF INcoME, Excess-Prorits, ESTATE, AND 
Girt Tax RETURNS BY THE COMMITTEE ON INTERNAL 
Securiry, House or REPRESENTATIVES 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by section 55 (a) 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1939, as amended (26 
US.C. (1952 Ed.) 55(a)), and by section 6103(a) of 
the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended (26 
US.C. 6103(a)), I do hereby order that any income, 
excess-profits, estate, or gift tax return for the years 1950 
to 1971, inclusive, shall, during the Ninety-second Con- 
gress, be open to inspection by the Committee on Internal 
Security, House of Representatives, or any duly authorized 
subcommittee thereof, for the purpose of carrying on 
those investigations authorized by clause 11 of Rule XI 
of the Rules of the House of Representatives. Such in- 
Spection shall be in accordance and upon compliance 
with the rules and regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in Treasury Decisions 6132 and 6133, 


relating to the inspection of returns by committees of 
the Congress, approved by the President on May 3, 1955.

Occupational Safety and Health 
Programs for Federal Employees 


Executive Order 11612. July 26, 1971 


The Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970, 84 
Stat. 1590, authorizes the development and enforcement 
of standards to assure safe and healthful working con- 
ditions for employees in the private sector. Section 19 of 
that Act makes each Federal agency head responsible for 
establishing and maintaining an effective and compre- 
hensive occupational safety and health program which is 
consistent with the standards promulgated by the Secre- 
tary of Labor for businesses affecting interstate commerce. 

Section 7902 of Title 5, United States Code, author- 
izes the President to establish by Executive Order a 
safety council composed of representatives of Federal 
agencies and of labor organizations representing employ- 
ees to serve as an advisory body to the Secretary of Labor 
in carrying out a Federal safety program. 

As the Nation’s largest employer, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has a special obligation to set an example for 
safe and healthful employment. It is appropriate that 
the Federal Government strengthen its efforts to assure 
safe and healthful working conditions for its own 
employees. 

Now, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in 
me by section 7902 of Title 5 of the United States Code, 
and as President of the United States, it is hereby ordered 
as follows: 


ESTABLISHMENT OF OcCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND 
HEALTH PROGRAMS IN FEDERAL DEPARTMENTS AND 
AGENCIES 


Section 1. The head of each Federal department and 
agency shall establish an occupational safety and health 
program (hereinafter referred to as a safety program) in 
compliance with the requirements of section 7902 of Title 
5 of the United States Code and section 19(a) of the 
Occupational Safety and Health Act of 1970 (which 
Act shall hereinafter be referred to as the Safety Act). 
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The programs shall be consistent with the standards pre- 
scribed by section 6 of the Safety Act. In providing safety 
programs for Federal employees, the head of each Fed- 
eral department and agency shall— 


(1) Designate or appoint a qualified official who shall 
be responsible for the management of the safety program 
within his agency. 

(2) Establish (A) a safety policy; (B) an organiza- 
tion and a set of procedures, providing for appropriate 
consultation with employees, that will permit that policy 
to be implemented effectively; (C) a safety management 
information system; (D) goals and objectives for reduc- 
ing and eliminating employee injuries and occupational 
illnesses; (E) periodic inspections of workplaces to ensure 
compliance with standards; (F) plans and procedures 
for evaluating the program’s effectiveness; and (G) 
priorities with respect to the factors which cause occupa- 
tional injury and illness so that appropriate countermeas- 
ures can be developed. 

(3) Correct conditions that do not meet safety and 
health standards. 


(4) Submit to the Secretary of Labor by April 1 of 
each year a report containing (A) the status of his 
agency’s safety program in reducing injuries and occupa- 
tional illnesses to personnel during the preceding calendar 
year as related to the goals and objectives established for 
that year; (B) goals and objectives for the current year; 
(C) a plan for achieving those goals and objectives; (D) 
any report required under section 7902(e) (2) of Title 5 
of the United States Code; and (E) such other informa- 
tion as may be requested by the Secretary. 


(5) Cooperate with and assist the Secretary of Labor 
in the performance of the Secretary’s duties under section 
7902 of Title 5 of the United States Code and section 19 
of the Safety Act. 


DuTIES OF THE SECRETARY OF LABOR 


Sec. 2. (a) The Secretary of Labor (hereinafter 
referred to as the Secretary), or his designee in the De- 
partment of Labor, shall— 


(1) Sy regulation, provide guidance to the heads of 
Federal departments and agencies to assist them in ful- 
filling their occupational safety and health responsibilities; 


(2) evaluate the safety programs of Federal depart- 
ments and agencies annually, and, with the consent of the 
head of the affected department or agency, the Secretary 
may conduct at headquarters or in the field such investiga- 
tions as he deems necessary ; 

(3) develop a safety management information system 
to accommodate the data requirements of the program; 

(4) submit to the President by June 1 of each year an 
analysis of the information submitted to him by the heads 
of the Federal departments and agencies. This analysis 


shall include the Secretary’s evaluation of each agency’s 
safety program and shall contain his recommendations for 
improving safety programs throughout the Federal 
service. 

(b) By agreement, the Secretary may, to the extent 
permitted by law, extend the safety program provided 
for under this Order to Federal employees not covered 
under section 7902 of Title 5 of the United States Code 
and the Safety Act. 


FEDERAL SAFETY Apvisory COUNCIL 


Sec. 3. (a) A Federal Advisory Council on Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health shall be established to advise 
the Secretary in carrying out his responsibilities under this 
Order. This Council shall consist of 15 members 
appointed by the Secretary and shall include representa- 
tives of Federal departments and agencies, and of labor 
organizations representing employees. At least three mem- 
bers shall be representatives of such labor organizations. 
The members shall serve for three year terms, except that, 
for the first Council, one third will serve for one year and 
one third for two years. 

(b) The Secretary, or his designee, shall serve as the 
Chairman of the Council, and shall prescribe such rules 
for the conduct of its business as he deems necessary and 
appropriate. 

(c) The Council shall meet at the call of its Chairman. 
It may establish such subcommittees as it finds necessary. 

(d) The Council may establish or continue field 
affiliates in such manner and to the extent it deems 
advisable to support the purposes of this Order. 


ADMINISTRATIVE AND BUDGETARY ARRANGEMENTS 


Sec. 4. The Secretary shall make available necessary 
office space and furnish the Council necessary equipment, 
supplies, and staff services. 


EFFECT ON OTHER PowERS AND DUTIES 


Sec. 5. Nothing in this Order shall be construed to im- 
pair or alter the powers and duties of the Secretary or the 
heads of other Federal departments and agencies pursuant 
to section 7902 of Title 5 of the United States Code, sec- 
tion 19 of the Safety Act, or any other provision of law.

Sec. 6. Executive Order No. 10990 of February 2, 
1962, is hereby superseded.

Announcement of Appointment of Three Members. 
July 27, 1971 


The President today announced the appointment of 
three members to the Water Pollution Control Advisory 
Board in the Environmental Protection Agency. The 
Board consults with and advises the Administrator of the 
Environmental Protection Agency in regard to his policy- 
making responsibilities under the Water Pollution Con- 
trol Act. In addition to the Administrator of the 
Environmental Protection Agency, who serves as chair- 
man, members include the Secretary of the Interior, Sec- 
retary of Health, Education, and Welfare and nine 
Presidential appointees. 


The following persons, appointed today, will serve 3- 

year terms expiring June 30, 1974: 

Tuomas GLEAson of New York City, N.Y. Gleason, 70, has been 
president of the International Longshoremen’s Association 
(AFL-CIO) since 1963. He is also a member of the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council. He succeeds Louis Clapper, whose term has 
expired. 

Pat JorDAN of New Orleans, La., to succeed Stuart M. Long, whose 
term has expired. Jordan, 32, is executive vice president of 
French Jordan, Inc., an oil field service company. He is a mem- 
ber of the American Institute of Mining, Metallurgical, and 
Petroleum Engineers and of the American Petroleum Institute. 

IrvAN F. MENDENHALL of Los Angeles, Calif. Mendenhall, 53, is 
chairman of the board of Daniel, Mann, Johnson & Menden- 
hall, an engineering firm in Los Angeles. He is a fellow of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers and a member of the 
American Institute of Consulting Engineers as well as the 
Consulting Engineers Association of California. Mendenhall 
succeeds Ralph Kittle, whose term has expired.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate 
Richard Schubert To Be Solicitor. July 27,1971 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Richard Schubert to be Solicitor for the Labor De- 
partment. He will succeed Peter G. Nash, whom the Presi- 
dent nominated to be General Counsel of the National 
Labor Relations Board on July 6, 1971. 

Schubert, 34, is presently Executive Assistant to the Sec- 
retary of Labor. He joined the Department of Labor in 
March 1970. Previously he was with the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation, Bethlehem, Pa. He joined Bethlehem in 1961 
aS an arbitration attorney, and in 1966 was promoted to 
assistant manager of labor relations. 

A native of Trenton, N.J., Schubert attended Eastern 
Nazarene College, Quincy, Mass. (A.B., 1958), and Yale 
University Law School (J.D., 1961). He is presently a 
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trustee of the Eastern Nazarene College, a member of the 
Pennsylvania Bar Association, and a member of the Bar 
of the Supreme Court of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania and the Court of Common Pleas of Northampton 
County ( Pennsylvania). 

Schubert is married to the former Sarah Jane Locking- 
ton. They have two children and presently reside in Mc- 
Lean, Va. The Schuberts also maintain a residence in 
Easton, Pa. 


United States Delegation to the 
Paris Meetings on Vietnam 


Exchange of Letters With Ambassador David K. E.

Dear Mr. President: 

As you know, it became imperative, on the advice of 
physicians, to relinquish my position as head of the 
United States Delegation to the Paris Meetings on Viet- 
nam. I am, therefore, formally tendering herewith my 
resignation, with the request that it become effective on 
July 31, 1971. 

I would like to make a few comments on my work here. 
Throughout my assignment, our excellent U.S. Delegation 
in Paris has received the unstinted support of the White 
House and of the Department of State. 

Personally, I have been, and shall remain, grateful to 
you for your wise comprehension of the issues involved in 
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your unceasing efforts to bring to a peaceful and honor- 
able end the war in Southeast Asia. 

I also deeply appreciate your personal confidence in 
me. 

I am profoundly convinced that the policies you have 
sponsored in respect to a settlement of the problems of 
that troubled area have been sound and constructive, and 
should have constituted a satisfactory basis for agreement 
with our opponents on the matters in dispute. It is they, 
and they alone, who bear the heavy responsibility for 
the continuation of war in Indochina.

United States Delegation to the 
Paris Meetings on Vietnam 


Announcement of Intention To Appoint William J. 
Porter as the President’s Personal Representative 


To Head the Delegation. July 28, 1971 


The President announced today his intention to appoint 
William J. Porter as his Personal Representative, with the 
personal rank of Ambassador, to head the United States 
delegation at the Paris meetings on Vietnam. Currently 
United States Ambassador to Korea, Ambassador Porter 
previously served as Ambassador to Algeria, Deputy Am- 
bassador to Vietnam, and in a variety of diplomatic posi- 
tions during a Foreign Service career that began in 1936. 
At Paris he will succeed Ambassador David K. E. Bruce 
who plans to return to retirement. 

Born September 1, 1914, in Staleybridge, England, 
Ambassador Porter became a naturalized American citi- 
zen in 1936. Having attended Boston College and Thibo- 
deau College of Business Administration in Fall River, 
Mass., he entered the diplomatic service as personal sec- 
retary to the United States Minister to Romania that 
same year. He served in his early and mid-career through 
a succession of Middle Eastern posts, then was assigned 
as Deputy Ambassador in Saigon in 1965 and Ambassador 
to Korea in 1967. 

Ambassador Porter won the President’s Award for Dis- 
tinguished Federal Civil Service in 1967. A year earlier he 
was also given the Department of State’s Distinguished 
Honor Award. He speaks French and Arabic, in addition 
to English. 

He is married to the former Eleanore Henry. They 
have two children, William, Jr., and Eleanor. Ambassador 
Porter maintains his legal residence in Massachusetts. 


United States Ambassador to Korea 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate Philip C. 


Habib of California. July 28, 1971 


The President announced today his intention to nom- 
inate Philip C. Habib as United States Ambassador to 
Korea. Habib is currently serving as Senior Adviser to 
Ambassador Bruce on the United States delegation at 
the Paris meetings on Vietnam. In Seoul he will replace 
Ambassador William J. Porter whom the President today 
appointed head of the United States delegation in Paris, 

Born February 25, 1920, in Brooklyn, N. Y., Habib 
graduated from the University of Idaho with a B.S. degree 
in 1942; he attended the University of Paris in 1945 and 
received a Ph. D. in 1952 from the University of Cali- 
fornia. During World War II Habib served in the Army 
Engineer Corps where he rose to the rank of captain. 

Habib began his Foreign Service career in 1949 and 
served in a variety of political and economic jobs, in- 
cluding the political counselorship in Seoul from 1962 to 
1965 and political officership in Saigon from 1965 to 1967. 
From 1967 to 1969 he was Deputy Assistant Secretary in 
the Bureau of East Asian and Pacific Affairs of the De- 
partment of State. He speaks French, in addition to 
English. 

Habib is married to the former Margorie W. Slightam 
and they have two children, Phyllis and Susan. The 
Habibs maintain their legal residence in California. 


Portrait Unveiling at the House 
of Representatives 


The President’s Remarks at the Unveiling of Portraits 
of Representatives Clarence Cannon and John Taber, 
Former Chairmen of the House Appropriations 
Committee. July 28, 1971 


Mr. Speaker, Speaker McCormack, Mr. Chairman, 
Congressman Ford, Congressman Bow, and all of the 
distinguished guests on this occasion: 

In a room like this, at a time like this, we think of 
the history of this country and of the men who helped 
to make it and the women who helped to make it. We 
think of this room, up until the year, about 1850, being 
the room in which the House of Representatives met. 

We think, for example, of Henry Clay and Abraham 
Lincoln speaking in this room. And then we move on 
into this century and we go back 25 years, or 20 years, 
as the case might be, to think of two of the giants of 
the Congress. We do not see the giants of our own time. 
No one knows at the time who really is a giant. 
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But as the years pass, we look back and we realize 
who the great men were. Two of them we honor today, 
Clarence Cannon, John Taber. Everything has been said 
about them, by those who served with them, so eloquently 
that I will not try to add, except to say that I was priv- 
ileged to be a Member of the House of Representatives 
and to have known both of them as a Member of the 
House, then as a Member of the Senate and as Vice 
President of the United States. And I can certainly en- 
dorse everything that has been said so generously about 
them and so well by others who have appeared in this 

am. 

I do know, too, that the Appropriations Committee of 
the House of Representatives is an enormously important 
committee, and that whoever is the chairman of that 
committee is a very important and powerful individual. 

Now, I have to be very careful at this point, because 
| realize that represented in this room are chairmen of 
other committees, and men who serve on other committees 
as well, so I will choose my words very carefully. 

As I looked over the record of those who have been 
chairmen of the Appropriations Committee, going back to 
the year 1865 when it was first set up, I found that some 
went on to be Speaker of the House—a few, very few. 
Some went on to be Governors. Only one became Pres- 
ident—James Garfield. 

And yet I can stand here, looking back over my own 
public service, and also looking back over the history of 
this country, and say, as has already been implied by 
other speakers, that the hardest working committee in 
the House of Representatives is probably the Appropri- 
ations Committee, because of its workload; that the 
most powerful committee in the House of Representa- 
tives, because of its control of the money that is spent, 
is the Appropriations Committee; and then third, that 
potentially the most unpopular committee in the House 
of Representatives is the Appropriations Committee, be- 
cause the Appropriations Committee members and its 
chairman and its ranking minority member have re- 
sponsibilities that go beyond the committee’s, the very 
important ones on the legislative side. 

They meet. They determine what is in the public inter- 
est as far as their views are concerned. They submit that 
legislation to the Congress. They get it passed. And then 
the question is: Should the money be appropriated for 
the purpose of carrying out those spending programs 
that the legislative committees have approved? And it 
is here that the unpopularity comes in. 

I was studying recently a poll that was taken by a 
group of business executives with regard to national atti- 
tudes in this country on spending. The business execu- 
lives were terribly disappointed by the results of the poll 

they thought it would come out strongly against 
Government spending, but I was not surprised, and any- 
one who is a sophisticated observer of Government would 
not be surprised to find that a great majority of the Amer- 
kan people, when asked about spending for almost any 
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program in the domestic area, are for it, whether it’s for 
billions more for education, or health, or housing, or in the 
field of agriculture, or any other area. 

If an individual is asked, “Do you favor more Federal 
money spent for this program?” the answer is “Yes.” And 
so you can see, therefore, if an individual really is seek- 
ing popularity, the thing to do is to get on a committee 
where he can vote yes for that program and go back 
and say to his constituents, “I was for what you wanted.” 

But there was another interesting result at the bottom 
of this poll, and here’s where the Appropriations Com- 
mittee came in. The great majority of the people who 
voted for every one of the spending proposals listed on 
the domestic front, when they were asked, “Do you 
favor higher taxes?” said ““No”; “Do you favor higher 
prices?” said “No.” ’ 

And that’s where the Appropriations Committee comes 
in, because the members of this committee must take 
these tremendously popular programs, they must examine 
them, they must put out all the waste to be sure that 
that’s taken out, and then they must see whether or not all 
of them put together, no matter how desirable they are 
individually, whether all of them put together will be 
so much that they will raise taxes, and then they must 
say no. Or, whether when they’re put together, they will 
have the effect of causing inflation and raised prices, and 
then they must say no. 

And that is why men and women who serve on this 
very important and powerful committee are not neces- 
sarily always the most popular men, or Congressmen or 
Congresswomen in the country. 

But on the other hand, they are absolutely essential to 
responsible government, because there must be at some 
point along the line those people in government who will 
look at the whole picture and rather than representing 
this interest or that interest or the other interest, will 
represent the interest of all the American people. Every 
American is interested in how high his taxes are. Every 
American is interested in how high his prices are. And 
that’s why the Appropriations Committee, more than any 
other committee in the House of Representatives, speaks 
for all of the American people. 

And that’s where these two men come in. That’s where, 
also, the men who are seated on this platform, the Chair- 
man of this committee, George Mahon from Texas, a 
Democrat, the ranking Republican, Frank Bow from 
Ohio, where they come in. 

I’ve been trying to think of an appropriate way to 
describe what they are. We often hear—when we hear of 
politicians in either the House or the Senate who have 
reached high ranks—labeled certain favorite terms apply. 
One will be called “Mr. Republican.” Another may be 
called “Mr. Democrat.” And somebody will be called 
“Mr. Conservative.” And someone else will be called 
“Mr. Liberal.” The main thing is to be sure you call 
them the same thing at the right time and the right 
place. 
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So, the real question then, and that is what it seems 
to me that the unveiling of these portraits brings to mind, 
is what would one call the chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee or the ranking member of the Appropria- 
tions Committee? I wouldn’t call him “Mr. Republican” 
or “Mr. Democrat.” I know that both George Mahon and 
Frank Bow will speak up to any President, Democrat or 
Republican, that they speak up to any partisan, Republi- 
can or Democrat, that they look upon their role as being 
bigger than party, as big as all of America itself, be- 
cause they represent all of the American people. 

No, I wouldn’t call the Chairman of this committee 
or his colleague, the ranking member, “Mr. Republican,” 
“Mr. Democrat,” “Mr. Liberal” or “Mr. Conservative.” 
I would call him “Mr. Responsible.” Responsibility may 
not be popular always, but it’s enormously necessary, 
absolutely indispensable for the future of this country. 

And so, this gives me an opportunity to express on 
behalf of all the American people our thanks to the people 
through the years that have served on this committee, 
that have kept us on a steady course, that have seen to it 
that those things that should not be funded are not funded, 
to see to it that money that should not be wasted is not 
wasted, and to see to it that our policy, whether it’s under 
a Democratic or a Republican President, to the greatest 
extent possible will be one that will not raise the taxes 
of the people unless the people are in a position where 
they want them raised, and they usually don’t, and will 
see to it that our policy will not have the effect of raising 
their prices by reducing the value of their money. 

I would simply close this by saying that I remember 
only two things that have not been mentioned up to this 
point about the descriptions of John Taber and Clarence 
Cannon. When John Taber in the 80th Congress was 
cutting budgets, they said he was “Taberizing”’ the budget 
and Clarence Cannon “Cannonized” the budget after 
that. 

I would say in tribute to George Mahon and to Frank 
Bow that they’re trying to bring the budget back to earth 
again.

“Planned Variation” Program 


Statement by the President on the Selection of 20 Cities 
To Participate in the New Program To Increase Local 
Responsibiliy for Urban Solutions. July 29, 1971 


Today I am announcing the selection of twenty cities 
to participate in Planned Variation—an intensive effort 
to demonstrate what local government can accomplish in 
solving urban problems when given greater freedom from 
Federal regulations. The cities are:

In my March 5, 1971 message to the Congress propos- 
ing a system of special revenue sharing for urban commu- 
nity development, I noted that too often State and local 
officials are hemmed in and restricted by the burdensome 
requirements and regulations of Federal grant-in-aid pro- 
grams. They are sometimes treated like children, given 
an allowance, told precisely how to spend it, and then 
scolded for not being self-reliant enough to handle more 
responsibility. I am firmly convinced that the way to 
develop greater responsibility at the State and local level 
is to give greater responsibility to State and local officials. 
The administration has developed the new Planned Varia- 
tion program as a way to convert a portion of present 
Model Cities grants into a test of what can be accom- 
plished under the revenue sharing approach to inter- 
governmental relations. 

The basic purpose of Planned Variation is substantially 
to improve the operation of the Federal grant system 
under existing legislation. The administration’s revenue 
sharing proposals, now pending before the Congress, 
would accomplish needed basic changes in this system. 
While these proposals are under consideration, however, 
we are continuing to make improvements, reducing de- 
lays and redtape in the present system. Along with these 
efforts we are endeavoring to reduce the extent to which 
Federal officials are in a position to “second-guess” the 
decisions and priorities of local elected officials. 

The Planned Variation program consists of three cen- 
tral features: 

First, all twenty cities will receive funds to build up the 
planning and management capacity of the local chief 
executive. These funds will strengthen the chief executive 
in his role of managing local government. They will be 
used—with the help of local citizen advisory groups— 
to identify the priority needs of the community and to 
develop a local comprehensive plan, which includes 4 
strategy for resource allocations to meet priority m 
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and which assures that both Federal and local funds are 
used effectively in concert with this plan. In this respect, 
the Planned Variation program offers us a chance to test 
another of this administration’s reform proposals—the 
new Planning and Management program, announced in 
conjunction with the Urban Community Development 
Special Revenue Sharing proposal. This new program 
would provide assistance on a general basis for improving 
the management capacity of State and local governments. 

Second, the Department of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment will set aside additional program funds for the 
first sixteen of the twenty cities listed above so that their 
plans can be carried out on a city-wide basis. These six- 
teen cities will be able to use their “supplemental” funds 
to address priority needs which they themselves have 
identified and which cannot be met through other Federal, 
State, and local funding sources. 

Third, along with increased program funding for these 
sixteen cities will go greater discretion in the use of the 
funds, In addition, there will be significantly less oversight 
and review of details for all twenty of the Planned Varia- 
tion cities. This is a logical outgrowth of the basic prin- 
ciple of revenue sharing. It also accords with the effort 
to build up the planning and management capacity of 
local chief executives, so that they can more effectively 
use the discretion which we are making available to them 
under this new approach. 

In sum, this new approach—a significant variation in 
terms of intergovernmental relations—involves a com- 
bination of assistance to provide increased managerial 
capacity, increased funding, and increased flexibility in 
the use of Federal funds. 

The Planned Variation program represents a major 
broadening of the scope and nature of the Model Cities 
program. The administration also views Planned Varia- 
tion as an important beginning step in the process of 
returning authority to local government. We will carefully 
evaluate the results. It does not replace other Federal pro- 
grams. Communities now participating in the Model 
Cities program, but not selected to participate in Planned 
Variation, will still continue under present arrangements 
to receive Model Cities funds. 

Finally, I want to emphasize that the cities selected to 
participate in Planned Variation are not the only ones 
which will eventually benefit from the program. For it is 
atest of new approaches. I believe this test of the basic 
revenue sharing idea will demonstrate, in a way which 
words cannot do, the validity of the principle that when 
local governments are given the opportunity and the re- 
sources, they can and will manage their affairs effectively 
and in a way which is responsive to the needs of all of 
their citizens. 
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United States Ambassador to Chile 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate Nathaniel 
Davis of New Jersey. July 29, 1971 


The President today announced his intention to nom- 
inate Nathaniel Davis to be United States Ambassador to 
Chile. Since 1968, he has been serving as U.S. Ambassador 
to Guatemala. 

Davis is a career foreign service officer. Before going 
to his post in Guatemala, he served as a member of the 
Senior Staff of the National Security Council (1966-68). 
He has also served with the Peace Corps, first as Special 
Assistant to the Director (1962) and then as Deputy 
Associate Director for Program Development and Oper- 
ations (1963-65). During this period he also served as 
Acting Director of the Peace Corps in Chile. 

Born in Boston, Mass., on April 12, 1925, Davis earned 
an A.B. at Brown University in 1944 and both M.A. and 
Ph. D. degrees at Fletcher School of Law and Diplomacy. 
Following military service, he spent a year as a history 
assistant at Tufts College. 

Since joining the Foreign Service in 1947, Davis has 
served in Prague, Florence, Moscow, Rome, and Caracas, 
and in 1966 as United States Minister in Bulgaria. From 
1956 to 1960 he was officer-in-charge of Soviet affairs in 
the Department of State. Davis is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa and the American Foreign Service Association. 

Davis is married to the former Elizabeth Creese. They 
have three children and maintain their legal residence in 


Hoboken, N. J. 


United States Ambassador to 
Guatemala 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate William G. 


Bowdler of Florida. July 29, 1971 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate William G. Bowdler as Ambassador to Guatemala. 
A career Foreign Service officer, Bowdler is currently 
serving as United States Ambassador to El Salvador. 


Ambassador Bowdler was born to British parents in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, on March 27, 1924. After serv- 
ing overseas in the U.S. Army from 1944-46, Bowdler, 
who was naturalized in 1945, attended the University of 
Richmond and received his B.A. degree from that insti- 
tution in 1948. The following year he received his M.A. 
degree in Latin American studies from the Fletcher 
School of Law and Diplomacy. 
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Bowdler joined the Department of State in 1950. From 
1952 to 1956, he served as an International Relations 
Officer in the Bureau of Inter-American Affairs. He was 
appointed as a Foreign Service officer in 1955. 

From 1956 to 1961, Bowdler served as Political and 
Consular Officer to the American Embassy in Havana, 
Cuba. He returned to the Department of State in 1961 
to assume charge of the Office of Inter-American Regional 
Political Affairs. He was named Deputy Coordinator of 
Cuban Affairs in 1963 and served in that position until 
1965, when he was appointed to the White House as 
Executive Liaison Officer for Latin American Affairs. 

Bowdler was named to his present position, Ambas- 
sador of the United States to El Salvador in 1968. He 
has been awarded two Meritorious Service Awards, in 
1959 and 1963, and one Meritorious Honor Award in 
1965. 

Ambassador Bowdler is married to the former Mar- 
garet Clark. They have two sons and one daughter, and 
maintain a residence in Inverness, Fla. 


United States Ambassador to 
El Salvador 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate Henry E. 
Catto, Jr., of Texas. July 29, 1971 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Ambassador Henry E. Catto, Jr., as Ambassador to 
El Salvador. Catto, who holds the personal rank of Am- 
bassador, is currently serving as Deputy Representative of 
the United States’ Permanent Mission to the Organiza- 
tion of American States, an office he assumed in August 
1969. In addition, Ambassador Catto serves as the United 
States member on the Permanent Executive Committee 
of the Inter-American Council for Education, Science and 
Culture. 

Catto has a longstanding interest in Latin American 
affairs and, before coming to Washington, was a leading 
figure in the inter-American circles of San Antonio, Tex. 
He was actively involved in HemisFair 68, the San An- 
tonio world’s fair. Both Ambassador and Mrs, Catto 
speak Spanish. 

Prior to joining the Government in 1969, Catto was a 
partner in an insurance brokerage firm and in a real 
estate company in San Antonio, and served as a director 
and member of the executive committee of the Houston 
Post Company. In the areas of public and civic service, 
Mr. Catto has filled a number of positions: He served 
as a public housing commissioner of San Antonio, was a 
member of the board of the Southwest Foundation for 
Research and Education. 


Catto was born in Dallas, Tex., on December 6, 1930, 
A graduate of Williams College (B.A., 1952), he is mar. 
ried to the former Jessica Oveta Hobby. They have four 
children. 


Special Assistant to the President 


Announcement of the Resignation of John S. Davies and 
the Appointment of Michael John Farrell 
July 29, 1971 


The President today announced that he is accepting, 
with deep regret, the resignation of John S. Davies as 
Special Assistant to the President and member of the 
National Visitor Facilities Advisory Commission. 

Davies, 54, has headed the Office of White House 
Visitors since January 1969. Previously, he served with 
the Bell Telephone System. While with Bell, he was 
assigned to the President during the 1962 California 
gubernatorial campaign and during the 1968 presidential 
campaign. 

The President today also announced the appointment 
of Michael John Farrell as Special Assistant to the Presi- 
dent. Farrell will succeed Davies as head of the Office of 
White House Visitors. He has served as an assistant to 
Davies since March 1969. 

Farrell, 34, is a native of Peoria, Ill. He attended the 
University of Arizona and is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Champaign-Urbana (B.S., 1960). He isa 
member of the board of directors of the University of 
Illinois Alumni Association and the Illinois Alumni Club 
Coordinating Committee.

Edwin W. Martin of Maryland. July 29, 1971 


The President announced today his intention to nomi- 
nate Edwin W. Martin of Maryland as United States 
Ambassador to Burma. A career Foreign Service officer 
and East Asian specialist, Martin will replace Ambas- 
sador Arthur W. Hummel, Jr. who is to be reassigned. 

Born August 31, 1917, in Madura, India, of American 
parents, Martin graduated from Oberlin College in 1939 
and received a Masters Degree from the Fletcher School 
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of Law and Diplomacy in 1940. He joined the Foreign 
Service in 1941 serving as Vice Consul at Hamilton, 
Bermuda, and at Leopoldville before entering the U.S. 
Army in 1945. 

Martin resumed his Foreign Service career in 1946. He 
grved in China from 1946 to 1949, and in Burma from 
1950 to 1951.

Virginia, and Virginia. Each State, and the President, 
appoints three Commissioners to serve on the Commission.

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Quetico-Superior Committee 


Announcement of Appointment of Three Members of 
the Committee. July 30, 1971 


The President today announced the appointment of 
three persons as members of the Quetico-Superior Com- 
mittee. The appointments are for a term of 4 years. 
The President’s appointees are: 

Cuartes S. Ketty, of Evanston, Ill. Kelly is a lawyer with the 
Chicago law firm of Hubachek, Kelly, Miller, Rauch and 


Kirby. He is being reappointed to the Committee. He was 
first appointed by President Johnson in April 1967. 

Mrs. R. C. Netson, of Duluth, Minn. From August 1969 to 
February 1971, Mrs. Nelson served on the Pollution Control 
Agency of the Governor of Minnesota. She succeeds Ray- 
mond Haik, whose term has expired. 


Loren WituiaM Sanrorp, of East Duluth, Minn., a partner in 
the Duluth law firm of Fryberger, Buchanan, Smith, Sanford 
and Frederick. Sanford succeeds Ernest Oberholtzer, whose 
term has expired. 

The President also today announced that he has 
designated Charles S. Kelly to serve as Chairman of the 
Quetico-Superior Committee. He served as Chairman 
under his previous appointment. All appointments are 
for a term of 4 years. 

The Quetico-Superior Committee was established 
under Executive Order 11342 of April 1967. The Com- 
mittee was formed to promote the protection of the primi- 
tive quality of the Quetico-Superior canoe country, which 
lies in the Rainy River and Pigeon River drainages along 
the International Boundary between Canada in the prov- 
ince of Ontario and the United States in the State of 
Minnesota. The Committee, from time to time, is to make 
recommendations to the Federal Government and to the 
State of Minnesota on development and use of the region. 


Adjustment Assistance for Pipe 
Organ Workers 


Announcement of Authorization of Benefits for Former 
Workers of Firm Affected by Import Competition. 
July 30, 1971 


The President today authorized and directed the 
Secretary of Labor to proceed with the certification of 
86 former workers of M. P. Moller, Inc., as eligible to 
apply for adjustment assistance benefits under terms of 
the Trade Expansion Act of 1962. The President’s action 
breaks a tie vote of the Tariff Commission, which had 
been petitioned by the workers for a determination of 
eligibility for benefit under terms of the act.

Under the terms of the Trade Expansion Act of 1962, 
workers who are determined eligible for adjustment 
assistance may receive cash readjustment allowances, test- 
ing, counseling, training and job placement help and 
allowances for relocation.

Proclamation 4070. July 30, 1971 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


The idea of a fair trial, a legal scholar has observed, 
“has been the greatest contribution made to civilization 
by our Anglo-American polity.” For twenty-five years, 
the members of the American Trial Lawyers Association 
have sought to translate this noble inspiration into an 
everyday reality for those whose disputes and grievances 
must be settled in a court of law. 

Through the adversary process, these lawyers have 
now established a long and proud tradition and have 
shown that the methods and values of the trial advocate 
may serve as a model for the just resolution of disputes 
among men. Their continuing commitment to fair and 
orderly trials has become an essential part of the admin- 
istration of justice in America. 

In honor of the American Trial Lawyers Association 
on the occasion of its twenty-fifth anniversary, the Con- 
gress, by House Joint Resolution 714, has designated the 
week beginning August 1, 1971, as American Trial Law- 
yers Week and has requested the President to encourage 
appropriate observance of that week. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nixon, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby call upon each 
American, during American Trial Lawyers Week, to re- 
new his commitment to enhance the administration of 
justice for the public good; and I direct the appropriate 
Government officials to display the flag of the United
